A Threat to Freedom. 
“Mutiny” is among the most sinister 
of words; it spells an assault. upon the 
very bases of society. The menace is 
especially formidable in the case of a 
young country where a young army, during 
some yéars of lawlessnéss “and confusion, 


Real alarm has been: caused, therefore, 
throughout the Free State by the official 
report of mutiny, or attempted mutiny, 
in the National Army. Towards the end 
of last week two officers of responsible 
rank, Major-General Liam: Tobin and 
Colonel .Charles Dalton, sent a letter to 
President Cosgrave which. challenged the 
authority of the Government and was, in 
the words of the Minister for Defence, 
“an outrageous departure from the spirit 
of the Army.” The Government ‘acted 
firmly and promptly, It issued orders 
for the arrest of the two officers, who have 
removed themselves from military discip- 
line and, as we write, are still at large. 
There are signs that plans had been made 
for some sort of simultaneous action by 
other disaffected soldiers throughout the 
country. Some trouble, which has been 
suppressed, occurred last Thursday at 
Templemore, and arms were removed 
without authority from Gormanston and 
Baldonnell Camps and from the barracks 
at Roscommon; but the Government a 
latest reports are reassuring. It is 
stated that in all parts of the country 
the officers and men of the Free State 
Army remain faithfu] to their allegiance. 
General Mulcahy’s message to the troops 
shows that his faith in their loyalty is 
unshaken. | 

The causes of the mutiny are unknown 
to us. It is reported. however, that 
certain officers in high command have been 
dissatisfied for some time with the general 
conduct of national affairs, The discontent 
may have been brought to a head by 
the changes which have reduced. the 
numbers of the Army from fifty thousand 
to eighteen thousand men, have dis- 
missed nine hundred officers and have 
diminished the rank of many others. We 
can have sympathy with troubled and dis- 
appointed men, but no good citizen can 
have the slightest sympathy with mutiny. 
It is the most unsocial, the most un- 
pardonable and the most dangerous of all 
offences against the State. The loyalty 
of armies is the great postulate of civilised 
society, and where that loyalty is un- 
certain, as in Spain, Portugahand Mexico 
to-day, a nation’s peace and progress are 
ipso facto impossible If there were the 
remotest peril that the appointment of the 
Free State's President of Council could 
come to depend, like that of the later 
Roman Emperors, on the choice or yeto

‘The Fate of Greece. 


Once more chaos seems to be about to 
descend on unhappy Hellas, M. Venizelos 
has decided in disgust to. abandon all 
his plans for her salvation. Greece 
has had a great opportunity, but she 
has thrown it away. When the war 
came to an end no nation had brighter 
prospects. Mr. Lloyd George and Presi- 
dent Wilson both were favourably dis- 
posed towards M. Venizelos’s claims for a 
Greater Hellas. The sympathies of the 
world were with the veteran Greek states- 
man, who had played such a prominent 
part in the witining of the war for the 
Allies, and everything pointed to a great 
future for a regenerate Greece. No sooner 
was the war over, however, than intrigue 
began to make mischief in Athens. The 
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authorities are dissatisfied with the returns 
from taxes, and the wages tax continues 
to be-the predominating source of revenue. 
It is now generally recognised in Germany 
that a balanced Budget is essential to a 
| complete revival of trade.

Last week Prince 
Arthur visited Wembley, where he was con- 
ducted over the South African section of the 
Exhibition by Sir Edgar Walton, High Com- 
missioner, and Mr. Canham, Trade Conimis- 
sioner, S.A:, and later lunched in the 
Roval Room at thé Stadium. Princess 


renegade King Constantine was recalled 
from exile and M. Venizelos was virtually 
banished from the country which he had 
tried to save from itself. Constantine, 
puffed up with his own conceit, lost all 
balance and embarked on a disastrous 
campaign in Asia Minor. He was 
bahished. again and his son George 
reigned in his stead. Then came the 
revolution. The army officers who led it 
gave themselves over to all sorts of ex- 
cesses, and the judicial murder of M. 
Gounaris and his fellow Ministers must 
rank, with the murder of the Russian 
Tsar, among the most deplorable crimes 
of our century. By these foul deeds 
Greece lost. the sympathy of the world 
which had‘ been offered to her so freely 
during her struggle with the Turks; and 
M. Venizelos, who was living abroad in 
retirement, determined to make one last 
effort to restore peace to his native land. 
He returned to Greece, and for a while 
it seemed as if al] would go well. He was 
acclaimed on all sides and was entrusted 
almost immediately with the formation of 
& Government. His methods, however, 
were not suflicienty “advanced '” to suit 
the book of many of the politicians who 
were in power in Greece, and plots were 
set on foot at once to get rid of him. M., 
Venizelos is a realist and has very little 
use for doctrinaire views of any kind, 
He agreed to accept a Republic on 
condition that it should be approved 
by a plebiscite of the people, but 
here again his democratic views found 
no. favour in the eyes of his opponents 
They declared that a Republic should be 
proclaimed by the National Assembly 
without reference to the electorate; and 
M. Venizelos, whose health had broken 
down in the meanwhile, decided to wash 
his hands of the whole affair and to leave 
the country to its own devices. Now M. 
Papanastasiou, an extreme Republican, 
has undertaken the task of government, 
and, as poor young King George has been 
exiled, a Republic probably will be pro- 
claimed within a few days. Greater Hellas 
has passed into history. Now at the best 
Greece will become an insignificant little 
Republic trading on the memories of her 
former grandeur. At the worst she will 
become a second Albania, a plaything for 
political malcontents and a jest among 
the nations of the world. 


An Irish Victory. 


Ireland finished her Rugby international 
season last Saturday as she began it—with 
a victory. Until the final whistle at 
Cardiff, howevet, the result was uncertain 
and the excitement remained intense, No 
better ending for our final match could be 
desired, particularly as Fortune, who had 
frowned at Belfast and Inverleith, smiled 
on the Irish team. We have every right 
to look back upon the 1923-24 contests 
with satisfaction, although the matches 
against England and Scotland disap- 
pointed the optimistic prophecies that our 
initia] success had inspired. Two victories 
and two defeats, with thirty points scored 
against thirty-seven, is a better record 
than Irish Rugby has achieved for many 
years. Moreover, the figures are hardly 
flattering, since the two defeats came 
much nearer to’ victory than the scores 
would suggest. Now that our players have

LORD FREDERICK FITZGERALD 


We regret to announce the death of Lord 
Frederick FitzGerald, which took place at 
Carton, Maynooth, on Saturday last, in the 
sixty-seventh year of his age. He was 
born on the 18th January, 1857. Lord 
Frederick, who was well known in Dublin 
and in man ts of Ireland, was a son of 
the fourth D e of Leinster. He was edu- 
cated at Eton, and when he left that famous 
school he joined the King’s Royal Rifle Corps. 
He served in the Afghan war of 1878-80, and 
ained a medal with two clasps, and also a 
ronze star. He saw service in South Africa 
in 1081, and took part in the oc ipl cam-

paign in 1882. For his service » e Nile 
expedition, 1884-85, he was awarde medal, 
with two clasps, and a bronze star. He re- 
tired from the Army with the rank of Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel. He was a Justice of the 
Peace for the County Kildare and a Commis- 
sioner of National Education in Ireland. 


MR. LEONARD PESKETT. 


The Cunard Company, Liverpool, announces 
with great regret the death of its naval archi- 
tect, Mr. Leonard Peskett, which took place 
on Friday evening at his residence, Craigmin, 
Blundellsands. Mr. Peskett joined the com- 

any's service in 1884 as a draughtsman to 
the general superintendent, the late Captain 
Watson, at the time when the Umbria and 
Etraria were the crack liners of the fleet. In 
latter years he was appointed ship designer, 
becoming naval architect to the company 
some fifteen years ago. During his forty 
years’ service Mr. Peskett had been con- 
nected with the design and construction of 
such well-known steamships as the Cam- 
pania, Lucania, Caronia, Carmania, Lusi- 
tania, Mauretania, Agquitania, Franconia, 
Laconia, Saxonia, Avernia, Carpathia, An- 
gania, Alaunia, Transylvania, and Aurania, 
in addition, of course, to all the post-war 
steamships.

A GREAT GOLF PLAYER.

DEATH OF A TEACHER OF 
KINGS AND PRINCES. 


Ben Sayers, senior, the famous Scottish 
golf professional, died at North Berwick 
yesterday, after an illness extending over 
several months. Sayers was one of the few 
remaining links with the great match-fighting 
days for large stakes. He competed in the 
Open Golf Championship regularly for over 
forty years, and was a competitor in the 
championship held last year at Troon. He 
was a distinct personality. Of a bright, 
merry disposition, even in the veteran stage, 
he retained much of his playfulness, and he 
was always immensely popular, not only with 
his fellow-competiters, but with the crowd. 


teacher of Kings and Princes. He played with 
King George, and his pupils included the 
Grand Duke Michael, the Duke of Connaught, 
and Prince Edward of Saxe-Weimar, and 
when the late King Edward visited North 
Berwick Sayers was presented to him. Many 
of the nobility were taught the game by 
Sayers, whose frank, direct method of in- 
struction and ready Scottish wit appealed 
strongly to his aristocratic pupils. 

Bernard Sayers had one of the most remark- 
able careers known in the professional ranks 
of golf. Born 69 years ago, at Leith, it has 
been said that he achieved youthful fame on 
account of his acrobatic feats. Even as an 
adult his figure on the course was one out 
of the ordinary, for his height was little more 
than five feet, whilst he used clubs which 
were of extraordinary length. An element of 
humour was very often forthcoming on 
account of his associations for many years with 
Andrew Kirkaldy, who, as is well known, is 
singularly blessed with physique. 

lt was a proud boast of Kirkaldy’s that 
““me and the wee man is never beat.” That 
Kirkaldy was not very far wrong is proved 
by the facts that in 1904, at Sandwich, play- 
ing for Scotland, they beat the English pair— 
Rowland Jones and James Sherlock—by two 
ws, 
they defeated Ted Ray and Sherlock by two 
holes, and in 1906 they heat G. H. Cawsey 
and Wilfred Reid, at Muirfield, by 2 and 1. 
Then, in 1909, at Deal, Sayers and Kirkaldy 
beat Tom Williamson and Sherlock, by 
2 and 1. 

The only defeat ever suffered by that great 
Scottish combination against England was at 
St. Andrews in when Savers and 
Kirkaldy were beaten by Fred Robson and 
Thomas Rerouf by 2 and 1. 

As showing the wonderful stamina of 
Sayers, it may be mentioned that he toured 
America in 1914 and 1915, and that fifteen 
years ago he reached the semi-final round of 
what is now the £750 Tournament. He 
played for Scotland in every international 
match that was carried through against Eng- 
land, from the inception of the series in 
1903 up to and including 1913, and in the 
Open Championship he was second in 1888, 
third a year later, fifth in 1894 and 1895, 
eighth in 1889, ninth in 1900, and fourteenth 
in 1902 and 1908. 

An indirect success of Sayers was Massy’s 
winning of the Open Championship in 1907, 
as the Frenchman had, for some time, been 
stationed at North Berwick, and received 
much valuable advice from the veteran.

London was a most, delightful spot, to- 
day so far as weather conditions were con- 
cerned. Londoners streamed out in their 
thousands to enjoy the bright, warm sun- 
shine and the beautiful air. After weeks 
of sunless days, bitterly cold easterly 
winds, and dull grey skies the promise of 
spring =e to-day came as a most 
welcome change. Coming into town from 
the South this afternoon I met one con- 
tinual procession of motor cars and cycles 
bound for the Kentish roads. Everybody 
seemed to be in the highest spirits. 

I mentioned last week that we might ex- 
pect some striking changes in the unem- 
ployment insurance conditions, but I 
gained no hint that the changes might be 
of the character revealed yesterday. Doles 
for boys and girls leaving school, doles 
for pselidh má foreigners, and doles for 
strike’ victims were probably beyond the 
bounds of the imagination» of my in- 
formant. Discussing the proposals this 
afternoon with some politicians, I found 
that the opinion was that they could not 
be taken quite seriously. The idea was 
that the Government was providing a most 
elaborate scheme for window-dressing for 
the general election. That “the scheme 
will prove highly attractive to a section of 
the community is certain, because many 
of the poorer electors are quite unable to 
reason things out for themselves, but 
many of them will object to ‘paying 
foreigners out of work or giving the dole 
to school children. 


The Next Elect:on. 


' Mr. Blain, the new Chief Agent of the 
Conservative Party,, is to commence his 
duties to-morrow, and he intends to start 
some very strenuous work without loss 
of time. It will not come before it is 
needed. In political circles the certainty 
of a general election before the summer is 
much advanced is accepted without ques- 
tion. Instructions have been sent out 
from the head offices of the several parties 
warning the constituencies to have candi- 
dates in readiness. The Labour Party 
already has had lists prepared ot possinle 
candidates for submission to headquarters 
from every constituency, and it is probable 
that there will be a larger number of 
Labour candidates than at the last elec- 
tion. 


Individual Protests. 


No individual member of Parliament is 
anxious to fight an election so soon alter 
being returned a member of the present 
House of Commons, and many of them are 
objecting most strongly to the expense 
attending another appeal to the country. 
This they wil] have to face, however, and 
they will find the contest one of the 
greatest importance. It is recognised that 
the moment is fast approaching when the 
Government will have to face a serious 
defeat, and when that occurs the Prime 
Minister will, undoubtedly, ask the Kin 
for a dissolution. The Liberals will] ‘and 
that they have sold their birthright with- 
out a chance of getting the mess of pottage 
that they have hoped to obtain in due 
time. 


Conservative Apathy. 


The Conservatives will find their 
chances fading away unless they awake 
from the sleepiness which now seemseto 
consume their energies. Mr. Baldwin is 
most regular in his attendance at the 
House of Commons, and, presumably, is 
leading his party, but there seems to be 
no fight in it at all. Day after day the 
Government exposes its flank to attack, 
but the Opposition takes no advantage o1 
its opportunity and settles down to peace 
and quietude, leaving the benches in the 
occupation of a few stalwarts. Mr. 
Baldwin and his merry men will have to 
be up and doing or they will find too late 
that their chances have slipped away for 
good. 


Labour's Troubles. 


The germ of disintegration is beginning 
to reveal itself in the Labour Party. 
Trade unionists, who provided the bulk of 
the funds which enabled the party to carry 
on its work, and expected much from the 
first Labour Government, are complaining 
that, so far, no particular benefit has been 
felt, and complaints are being made that 
the number of trade union representatives 
in the Government is disproportionate. 
From talk among the rank and file the 
matter has been carried to the trade union 
members of Parliament, who have 
acquainted the Prime Minister with the 
state of affairs. Mr. Macdonald is un- 
likely to reconstruct his Ministry in order 
to suit the wishes of a section of his sup- 
porters, even though that section com- 
prises the main body of the party ; and it 
may not be long before mild complaints 
develop into open insurrecton. 


Mr. Churchill. 


One of the Conservatve members of Par- 
liament‘supporting Mr. Churchill's candi- 
dature in the Abbey Division of West- 
minster tells me that he is doing so 
because one might as well begin to do now 
what will have to be done later. He 
thinks that the country will find that the 
Labour Party, if it remains in power, will 
avail itself of every opportunity to use 
taxation to abolish private property and 
defeat all private enterprise. Mr. 
Churchill, in his opinion, is the man with 
the requisite energy and pluck to fight 
such a foe, and the sooner he is able to do 
it at Westminster the better. 


The Defence of Lon: on. 


That the number of aeroplanes available 
for the purpose of the defence of London 
is grossly inadequate has been demon- 
strated every time the subject has been 
discussed in the House of Commons, but 
16 cannot be said that the most is not 
being made of the personnel and material 
engaged. The squadrons in the outer 
London area have been flying in al! 
weathers and at all times of the day and 
night, and have never before been in a 
higher state of efficiency. Co-operation 
with artillery and searchlight sections 
has been further developed during the past 
few weeks, and the gunners at the prin- 
cipal stations of the Royal Air Force have 
been passing through a period of inten- 
sive training in order that the confusion 
and misunderstanding which in the past 
so often have marked co-operation between 
the R.A.F. and the Artillery may be 
avoided. 


Russian Negotiations. 


It is proposed that the negotiations with 
Russia shall be carried on in two sections 
concurrently. One inquiry will devote 
itself entirely to financial affairs, includ- 
ing the recognition of war and pre-war in- 
debtedness, and the. other will be con- 
cerned with political as distinct from finan 
cial matters in order that the validity of 
certain pre-war agreements may be deter- 
mined. This arrangement was. suggested 
from London and the concurrence of 
Moscow has yet to he given. Jt is now 
Suggested that the conferences shall take 
place at the Foreign Office.

MR. MULCAHY’S STATEMENT.

The following official statement was issued from the Free State Army 


Headquarters late last night :— 


In connection with the mutinous action of two Army officers, whose 
grrest has been ordered, the situation is normal throughout the Army, with 
the exception of the following incidents :— 

]—Yesterday two officers stationed at Gormanston left the camp in a 

Crossley tender, containing 39 rifles, a small quantity of ammuni- 
tion and some equipment. Both officers absconded with the arms, ammunition 
and equipment, and abandoned the Crossley tender, which was afterwards 


recovered. 


Q—Last night three officers decamped from Baldonnel Aerodrome 
with a Crossley tender and three Lewis guns. The Crossley tender 

was later found abandoned near Dublin. 
3—Late last night two officers were seduced from their allegiance at 
Roscommon post. They left the post, taking with them some arms 


and ammunition. 


4—This morning 25 men of the 36th Infantry Battalion, stationed at 

Clonmel, who were probably implicated in the robbery at Temple- 

more, failed to parade, and, on investigation, were reported as having broken 
barracks during the night.’ They are stil] missing. 


“Two Army officers have attempted to 
involve the Army in a challenge to the 
authority of the Government.” 

In these words General “Mulcahy, 
Minister for Defence, described on Satur- 
day the action of Major-General Liam 
Tobin and Colonel Charles Dalton, who 
were said to be evading arrest on a charge 
of mutiny. 

The issue of orders for the arrest of 
these officers of the National forces on a 
charge of mutiny was announced officially 
on Saturday evening. In view of the 
oficial statement certain small incidents 
reported from. the provinces seemed to 
gain significance. ? 

The incidents occurred at the same time 
as the publication of particulars of the 
reorganisation of the Army. 

The official statement issued from 
Government Buildings, Dublin, on Satur- 
day evening was as follows :— 

‘‘ Orders have been issued for the arrest 
of two officers of the National forces— 
Major-General Liam Tobin and Colonel 
Charles Dalton, who are charged with 
mutiny. For the purpose of effecting 
their arrests, several houses in Dublin 
were visited by a party of military last 
night, but without result. The two 
officers are at present evading arrest.”’ 

Later it was announced that the follow- 


ing statement had been issued to the Army 


by General Mulcahy :— 

“Two Army officers have attempted to 
involve the Army in a challenge to the 
authority of the Government. This is 
an outrageous departure from the spirit 
of the Army. It wii! not be tolerated. 
Particularly will it not be tolerated by 
the officers and men of the Army who 
cherish its honour. They will stand over 
their posts and do ‘their duty to-day in 
this new threat of danger in the same 
watchfal, ‘determined spirit 
always been the spirit of the Army.” 

On Saturday rumours on the subject of 
Army discipline were current in Dublin, for 
word quickly passed round as to the activity 
of the military in house-searching in Dublin 
ou Friday night At the same time further 
tales were brought into Dublin by persons 
arriving from the country. 


INCIDENT AT TEMPLEMORE. 


It is now known that at Templemore Bar- 
racks something unusual occurred, which has 
not vet been fully explained. An officer of the 
Limerick Command was sent to take over the 
barracks (presumably in consequence of the 
changes in commands. consequent on the reduc- 
tion of personnel), and met with a refusal. 

The matter was reported to headquarters, 
and forces were despatched to Templemore. 
It is understood that no conflict took place, 
but that some of the troops who were to have 
heen relieved at. Templemore did not obey 
their orders as to their subsequent movemenis. 


RIFLES TAKEN FROM 
GORMANSTOWN. 


From Gormanstown Camp, the headquarters 
of the Army Transport; 21 rifles were taken 
away by two officers, who left with them in a 
tender. Later the tender was recovered, 
empty. Following the discovery, several men 
were placed under arrest. 


ROSCOMMON ARMS SEIZED. 


Our Roscommon Correspondent reports an 
incident at the Free State barracks there. 
According toa report obtained from the local 
Civic Guard, dil men in the Free State 
barracks were paraded in the square at 11 
o'clock on Saturday night and oblate’ to lay 
down their arms, and then dismissed. Some 
of the officers collected all the arms and 
ammunition in the barracks, and, having 
commandeered a motor car in the town, ’pro- 
ceeded with ‘the rifies and the ammunition to 
some unknowm destination. At Killernay, a 
few miles out of the town, the driver of the 
car was dismissed and another took his place.

“I can now definitely announce,’ he says, 
“Joss of transmission to the greatest terres- 
trial distance—say, 12,000 miles—will not 
amount to more than a quarter of one per 
cent. 

“This does not take into account certain 
unavoidable losses in the transmitter and the 
receiver, amounting to about four per cent. 
in the aggregate. With the present method 
of conveying energy through wires the loss 
often amounts to 20 per cent, or more, and 
the distances are limited.” 

When Mr. Tesla began his first serious ex- 
periments it was believed that above the in- 
silating air. stratum surrounding the earth 
there was a shell of rarefied atmosphere 
nighly conductive. 

“If that were true,” he said to me, “ this 

planet would be an electrical condenser of 
enormous capacity. Only very slow impulses 
could be transmitted through it to a small 
distance, and the extensive commercial appli- 
cation of such transmission, especially for the 
purpose of wireless telephony would be pre- 
cluded. 
’ “ But I made the discovery that the planet 
respouded to currents impressed upon it exactly 
asit it were completely insulated in space with- 
out a conducting envelope. 

“My discovery shows that the most com- 
plex and rapid electrical oscillations, human 
speech, and even power, can be transmitted 
through the earth far better than through a 
cable or other artificial] conductor.” 

A point which immediately springs to the 
mind is how the power sent into the earth 
1s to be conserved for use at the required 
point or points. 

““ Most, of the experts are still at sea,” said 
Mr. Tesla, when | put this to him. '' They 
think that power is transmitted in all direc- 
tions, and that consequently most of it is Jost, 
as with the sending out of wireless signals. . 

“Tt is true that my transmitter produces 
an effect over the entire globe, but it is only 
force that is conveyed to every point, not 
energy. Only a properly construc and 
adapted receiver is capable of collecting 
energy. 
** Su the earth were a hollow reservoir 
into which water was fo~ced by a pump, It 
does not require much ecientific knowledge 
to perceive that pressure will exist every- 
where, yet energy will not be consumed. 

“The moment the reservoir is tapped, and 
water is permitted to drive an engine, energy 
is derived from the pump. In my eystem, 
energy is released by something like a com- 
bination lock, only those knowing the com- 
bination ean draw on the source.” 

“Can this wireless energy be directed?’ 
I askei. “In a certain sense that is accom- 
lished by the ge system,” replied Mr. 

esla, “since the energy is drawn off at 
definite points determined at will. But I 
have also found means of making the energy 
flow in straight paths, so that only devices 
situated along those paths will be affected by 
the currents transmitted.” 

Mr. Tesla angers believes that mani- 
tion dépéte could be blown up in this way, 
irrespective of distance. 

“But I think one of the most desirable 
uses of my power scheme,” he said, ‘ will be 
the lighting of isolated homes, by means of 
vacuum tubes that will consume little energy, 
require no connecting wires, and will last in- 
definitely. | | 

“My laboratories are usually lit by lamps 
of this kind, eo economical that a compara- 
tively small amount of energy is sufficient,”

IRISH SUCCESS DESERVED 


SCENES THAT RECALLED 
VISIT OF “ ALL BLACKS.,”’

On the whole, Ireland deserved their 
success, if only for their. superior power <f 
attack, but the fortunes of the ply swung 
about with exciting intensity,:and up to the 
very end Wales threatened to snatch the 
game out of the fire.

BACK TO SECURITY. 
THE FRENCH YELLOW 


BOOK. 


In a leading article upon the publication on 
Saturday by the French Government of a 
Yellow Book devoted entirely to the security 
of France against German aggression, T7'he 
Times observes:—The publication of the 
Yellow Book places the whole question of 
security once more in the foreground. The 
history of that long and inconclusive debate 
over the Rhine, supported as it now is by the 
jait accompli in the Ruhr and the Rhineland, 
is in the nature of a challenge to British 
opinion. Its significance lies in the fact that 
it makes its appearance at the moment when 
a new British Prime Minister is seeking an 
understanding with France on the main Euro- 
pean question. Mr. Macdonald is reminded 
that Great Britain has not yet made the 
promised provision for French security, but 
that in the meantime France has taken her 
own measures. If these measures are not an- 
proved, Great Britain is offered the oppor- 
tunity of suggesting an alternative. 

British opinion is not “ pacifist’’ in the sense 
of making light of the necessity of military 
precautions for defence. In the Peace Treaty 
we pledge ourselves to certain measures of 
ing nes such as the demilitarisation of the 
eft bank of the Rhine and of a fringe of the 
right bank, as also the temporary Allied 
occupation of the bridgeheads. But military 
measures alone are not sufficient. They must 
be supplemented by a continuous effort to 
establish such relations between the peoples 
as shall steadily diminish the necessity and 
the occasions for resorting to arms. This is 
the idea which lies behind the rather waver- 
ing and uncertain British policy of the last 
few years. France has concentrated on a 
purely military conception of security. It is 
as well that the debate should be opened 
afresh in the light of recent experience, and 
it is necessary that the respective points of 
view of Great Britain and France should be 
made quite clear before there can be any real 
hope of agreement. For that reason the 
ublication of the Yellow Book at the present 
juncture is certainly to be welcomed.

RUSSIAN TRAIN 
ROBBERS. 
22 DEATH SENTENCES. 


RIGA, Sunday. 

A message from Minsk states:—A sensa- 
tional eight-days’ trial has just concluded 
here. Seventy-five persons were arrested 
some weeks ago by the Soviet railway 
authorities for robberies on the railways. 
Twenty-two of the accused, ha three 
women, have been condemned to death, eight 
to ten years’ imprisonment, and twenty-seven 
to shorter periods of imprisonment. The 
remaining eighteen were acquitted. 

It appears that the bandits, who were well 
equipped with money and weapons and were 
led is the Ataman, Yegor Monieh, had car- 
ried out; a series of daringly-planned attacks 
on trains in Western Russia. . Last October 
they robbed the Minsk-Moscow express, . hen 
an Italian courier lost a sum of twelve 
thousand dollars, though a Polish Consul, 
who was also on the train, was unmolested. 
The band also terrorised Western White 
Ruthenia, attacking the villagers and carry- 
ing on a pogrom against the Jews.

At a meeting, held i# College street, Dublin, 
yesterday, in support of Mr James O’Mara, 
the Cumann na nGaedheal candidate for the 
Dublin (South City) vacancy’in the Dail, a 
rection of the audience created such a dis- 
turbance that President Cosgrave and the 
other speakers could not be heard. College 
street was densely packed, and the crowd 
stretched away beyond the Moore statue 
almost to the Bank of Ireland. 

Professor Magennis, T.D., who presided, 
had not spoken half-a-dozen sentences when 
the disturbance began. It could not be de- 
scribed as interruption, for that would pre- 
sume a period of calm. It was a din, a howl, 
at times a dull moan. like the ever-changing 
noise of a gale around a lighthouse, kept ap 
without a break or a pause for exactly one 
hour. Speaker after speaker struggled against 
it, but in vain. Finallv, President Cosgrave, 
the last speaker, gave up the attempt to make 
himself heard. 

The start was made by a small band of 
young women in front of the platform. Their 
lead was followed up by a much larger ffum- 
ber of young men in front and to the right 
of the platform. Those were, to judge by ap- 
pearances, of the labouring class. Away be- 
yond this solid mass was the general public, 
in the great majority, who were apparently 
neutral. From this portion of the gathering 
there could be seen considerable hat waving 
when the President came forward. 


POLICE INTERVENE. 


Many members of the Dublin Metropolitan 
Police were on duty at the meeting. When 
things were at their noisiest some policemen 
tried to shift the disturberg from the centre 
of the crowd, but they were powerless in the 
thick of such a mass of people. During an 
hour there was not a blow struck, and nothing 
more disagreeable or alarming happened than 
the swaying hither and thither of the crowd. 

There was very little shouting from the 
crowd in the way of remarks addressed to the 
— Now “um then the cry: “ Up de 

alera ” could be heard. A brass band could 
not be heard above the din. When the Presi- 
dent sat down, after a ten minutes’ effort to 
make himself heard, the crowd melted away 
quickly. Even those on the platform did not 
look as if they were. very annoyed at the suc- 
cessful tactics of the opponents of the meeting, 
and not a few of the general public thonght 
that they had spent a very interesting hour. 

The speakers, whose remarks except a 
sentence here and there, could not be heard 
even st the Press table a few yards away, 
were the Chairman, President Cosgrave, Dr.

The question. of the law on the problem: 
‘Can an owner of sheep shoot a dog found 
worrying them?” has been investigated by 
My. Burke-Murphy at the request of Sir 
Robert Kennedy, who had a 5s. bet on the 
point with Viscount Charlemont at a Belfast 
meeting. It would seem that Sir Robert 
Kerinedy, who argued that such a course was 
legal, has won his bet. Mr. Burke-Murphy 
in his letter says :— : 

'“In order legally to justify euch an act, it 
must have been done under necessity, for the 
purpose of protecting the sheep in peril at the 
moment of the act. See Halsbury’s Laws of 
England,. volume I., page 396, and the 
authorities therein cited; and see Staveley v. 
Barrington, 47 I.L.T. page 296, and Prothero 
v. Matthews, 5 C. and P. page 586. 

‘On the authorities above stated in my 
opinion: if an owner of sheep or his servant 
sees a dog attacking his Se if he can- 
not otherwise prevent dama ing done to the 
sheep, he ie legally justified in killing the 
dog. J should, on general principles of 
Common Law, be of the same opinion apart 
from the above authorities, which, however, 
are. ] think, conclusive. 

‘Under the Malicious Damage Act 
of 1861, an information was laid against a 
gamekeeper for shooting a fox terrier which 
he saw near an aviary where pheasants were 
confined for breeding purposes. The magis- 
trates convicted and fined the *keeper, but 
on case stated to the King’s Bench it was laid 
down by Alverstone C. J. (the two other 
judges comprising the court assenting), that 
if the ‘keeper bona fide believed at the time 
that what he was doing was necessary for the 
protection of his master’s. property he was 
justified in shooting the dog. Miles v. 
Hutchings, 2 King’s Bench, p- fa.” 


WATERFORD MURDER 
CHARGE. 


TWO MEN SENT FOR TRIAL. 


At Waterford, before District Justice 
Molloy, Dermot O’Mahony and Thomas Tobin, 
ot Waterford, were again charged with the 
murder of Miss Cissie Ryan, at Wilkin street, 
Waterford, on 23rd January, 19235. They 
were also charged with shooting at with in- 
tent to kill Lieutenant Thomas J. Spain, 
National Army, who was walking with Miss 
Ryan. 

Mr. Ryan, State Solicitor, in putting for- 
ward as a witness for the State Michael 
O’Brien, formerly a National Army officer, 
and now in the employment of the Customs 
and Excise, said that what he purported to 
offer as evidence involved a nice point of 
law. It was in reference to a confession 
made by the accused Tobin when Tobin was 
wounded and in military custody. If a con- 
fession was made to a person in authority it 
could be excluded if any promise or threat 
was made which might be presumed to have 
an effect on the mind of the person making 
confession so as to induce him to confess. 

His Worship—That is quite clear. 

Michael O'Brien was then called, and 
stated that while he was an officer of the 
National Army on 3lst “January, 1923, 
Thomas Tobin was in military custody in 
hospital at Waterford Union. ~The witness 
had an interview with ‘Tobin, during which 
Tobin made a certain statement to him. 

In reply to Mr. Ryan, the witness said that 
he would not like to swear that he threatened 
Tobin, and added that he would prefer if the 
word ‘‘inducement”’ were substituted for the 
word ‘‘threaten.”’ It had been previously 
represented to the witness that Tobin would 
make a statement. The witness further said 
that he was not positive as to whether he 
made any promise or threat. 

His Worship—I am afraid, Mr. Ryan, the 
statement cannot be allowed. 

The witness then left. 

Mr. Buggy, for the accused, contended that 


there was not a scintilla of evidence against 


the prisoner O'Mahony. 

Mr. Ryan said that he admitted that as far 
as O’Mahony was concerned, he did not 
think a case had been made out on which he 
re ask his Worship to return him for 
trial. 

His Worship—You must not say that. 

Mr. Ryan replied that he was referring to 
direct, evidence in the ease, 

His Worship, in returning both prisoners 
for trial, said that it was painful to him to 
observe the levity with which the prisoner 
O'Mahony had seen fit to view the proceed- 
ings. Whether he was innocent or~ guilty 
he did not think that his bearing in court 
was a credit = him.
